Pursuant to the foregoing warrant, the Town Meeting was called to order 
at 10:00 A.M., by the Moderator, Robert C. Varney. 


After reading Articles 1, 2, and Amendment 1, of Article 24, a motion 
was made by Stanley E. Stevens, seconded by Thomas O’Dowg, to refrain 
from reading Article 24 in its entirety, providing it is read in substance. 
A motion was made by Stanley E. Stevens, seconded by Thomas O’ Dowd, 
to refrain from reading the entire Warrant until the 7:00 P.M. meeting at 
Kingswood Regional High School. 


Voting commenced at 10:09 A.M., to continue until 6:00 P.M. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:00 P.M. at the Kingswood Regional 
High School by Moderator Robert C. Varney, at which time he introduced 
the members of the Budget Committee, Board of Selectmen, Town Clerk, 
and himself. He then presented the ground rules he would be using while 
conducting this meeting. He explained that Article 24 and 25 were voted 
on during the day by written ballot and the Articles 3 through 23 would 
be voted on at this meeting. 


The following action was taken on the various Articles contained in the 
1985 Warrant: 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $15,000.00 into a 
Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of building up surplus money to 
purchase a new fire truck in 5 years. The fund is to be invested and all 
interest earned will remain with the fund. The Board of Selectmen shall 
administer the fund and any expenditure from the fund shall be authorized 
by Town Meeting Vote. (Submitted by the Selectmen) (Recommended by 
the Budget Committee). Motion was made by Allan Buckman seconded 
by Henry Stevens to adopt the Article as read. There being no discussion 
the Moderator called for a voice vote with the voice vote being in the 
affirmative and the Article was declared passed by the Moderator. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $15,000.00 into a 
Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of purchasing a new Rescue Depart- 
ment truck in 5 years. The fund is to be invested and all interest earned 
will remain within the fund. The Board of Selectmen shall be the ad- 
ministrators of the fund and any expenditures shall be authorized by Town 
Meeting Vote. (Submitted by the Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget 
Committee). Motion was made by John McDermott seconded by Raymond 
Dumont to accept Article 14 as read. There being no discussion the 
Moderator called for a voice vote which was in the affirmative and the 
Article was declared passed by the Moderator. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize withdrawal from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund, established under the provisions of the State and 
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Local Act of 1972 in the amount of $67,663.00 for the purchase and paying 
for the following list:

(Submitted by the Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget Committee). 
Motion was made by John Ballard, seconded by Warren Thompson to 
adopt the Article as read. Discussion followed. A voice vote was taken 
by the Moderator and being in the affirmative the Moderator declared the 
Article passed. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will establish a Contingency Fund of 
$5,000.00 to meet the costs of expenses not anticipated that may arise 
during the year. A detailed report of all expenditures from the Contingency 
Fund shall be made by the Selectmen and published with the Town Report. 
(Submitted by the Board of Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget 
Committee). Motion was made by Raymond Dumont, seconded by Gordon 
Reade to accept the Article as read. Voice vote was in the affirmative and 
the Moderator declared the Article passed as read. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the payment of a total 
of $65,000.00 to David W. Walsh, III to settle all claims by him, his family, 
his successors and assigns against the Town of Wolfeboro, its officers, 
employees, and inhabitants, arising out of an August 29, 1982 automobile 
accident, according to the following schedule: 
$25,000.00 to be paid on May 1, 1985 
10,000.00 to be paid on May 1, 1986 
10,000.00 to be paid on May 1, 1987 
10,000.00 to be paid on May 1, 1988 
10,000.00 to be paid on May 1, 1989 
(Submitted by the Board of Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget 
Committee). A motion was made by H. E. Erickson, seconded by George 
Elkins to accept the Article as read. The Moderator asked if anyone would 
like to Speak for the Article at which time a lengthy discussion followed, 
with Chairman of the Board of Selectmen Peter Brewitt responding to 
various questions on the subject, as well as George Elkins of the Budget 
Committee and Lawrence Toms. The Moderator then suggested that Chair- 
man Brewitt discuss the suit before bringing the Article to a vote. At this 
time Mr. Brewitt Summarized the whole background and contents of this 
suit. Further discussion followed by the voters. Mr. Raymond Dumont 
made the motion that a written ballot be taken on the Article, seconded 
by Dr. Broderick. Alexander J. McKenzie, |V made a motion to consider 
postponing until the last Article on the Warrent, seconded by Dr. Warren 
Broderick.

Committee). A motion was made by Allan Buckman seconded by Henry 
Stevens to accept the Article as read. Discussion followed with citizens 
speaking against the Article. The moderator called for a voice vote and 
that being a close vote then asked for a stand-up vote with 100 voting 
yes and 148 voting no. The Moderator declared the Article defeated. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
borrow, by issuance of notes, $50,000.00 for the purpose of having money 
to pay for the work when a gravity sewer line is installed on Clark Road. 
Payment on note is to be made from front foot assessments or from the 
Sewer Department if assessments are not paid on a timely basis. 
(Submitted by Petition) (Recommended by the Budget Committee). A mo- 
tion was made by Peter Brewitt, seconded by Gordon Reade to accept 
the Article as read. Discussion followed. Mr. Richard Baldauf made the 
motion to amend the Article by striking out ‘“‘or from the Sewer Depart- 
ment if the assessments are not paid on a timely basis’, seconded by 
Mr. Arthur McGregor. A lengthy discussion followed. A voice vote to amend 
the Article as moved was taken. Amendment defeated. Discussion on 
Article 9 as proposed followed. Voice vote was taken and was in the 
affirmative with the Moderator declaring the Article passed. 


Article 10. To see if the “Prime Wetland Survey” which is to be conducted 
by the Conservation Commission should be paid for from Conservation 
Commission invested funds. The amount of the survey would be $3,500.00. 
(Submitted by the Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget Committee). 
A motion was made by Warren Thompson, seconded by Raymond Dumont 
to accept the Article as read. No discussion on the Article. The Moderator 
asked for a voice vote which was in the affirmative and so declared the 
Article passed as read. 


Article 11. To see if the Town would vote to rescind Article 4 of the 1984 
Town Meeting, whereby $22,000.00 was to be borrowed to pay for a water 
study. The Study can be paid for from revenue in the Water Department 
during 1985. (Submitted by the Board of Selectmen) (Recommended by 
the Budget Committee). A motion to accept the Article as read was made 
by John Ballard, seconded by Allan Bailey, Jr. No discussion. Voice vote 
was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article adopted 
as read. 


Artcile 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $500.00 in support of the Carroll County Program on domestic violence. 
(Submitted by Petition) (Not Recommended by the Budget Committee). 
A motion by Kay Moody, seconded by Kenneth Perry to accept the Article 
as read. A lengthy discussion followed. The Moderator called for a voice 
vote, with the vote being in the negative and declared the Article defeated. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
of money not to exceed $50,000.00 for the purpose of constructing anew 
base lodge at the Abenaki Ski area. It is the intent that the Town will apply 
for matching funds in the amount of $25,000.00 from the State of New 
Hampshire Department of Resources and Economic Development, Office 
of Recreation Services, to pay for one half of the cost. (Submitted by Peti- 
tion) (Recommended by the Budget Committee). A motion to accept the 
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Article as read was made by Allan Bailey, Jr., seconded by Peter Cole. 
A discussion followed. The Moderator pointed out that a written Amenda- 
ment eliminating the second sentence was provided by Philip Morrill, Jr., 
seconded by Raymond Berry. Discussion on the Article as amended 
followed. It was moved by Peter Cole seconded by Dr. Broderick to accept 
the Article as amended. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared 
by the Moderator to have the Article as Amended to read as follows: ‘‘To 
see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of money not 
to exceed $50,000.00 for the purpose of constructing a new base lodge 
at the Abenaki Ski area. No construction is to begin or money spent until 
an irrevocable confirmation of matching funds (either verbal or written 
in the amount of $25,000.00) is received from any source that may be 
available.” 


Article 14. To see if the Town will approve and adopt the recommenda- 
tions of the Budget Committee and raise and appropriate the various sums 
contained in this report and listed in the Budget. A motion to accept Article 
14 as amended by Dr. Toms, seconded by John Rico stating that the 
Library amount should be $56,000; removing $25,000.00 placed in the 
budget for the Walsh settlement; reducing the Planning and Zoning ap- 
propriation by $1,700.00 contained there for salary of Planning Board 
members which was defeated, making a total Budget of $5,701.60 with 
$1,127,409.00 to be raised by taxes. A lengthy discussion followed with 
Joan Lovering speaking on behalf of domestic violence appropriation that 
had been defeated and expressed her opinion that the Town should have 
approved the expenditure. Robert Emmel questioned the legal expenses 
regarding the increase with Dr. Toms responding by stating that the in- 
crease is higher because of the pending Walsh Case and the Union 
negotiations. The Moderator asked for a voice vote on the Article as 
Amended and the vote was in the affirmative and adopted as amended. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to hire a sum 
of money necessary to pay expenses in anticipation of taxes and Federal 
Grants. A motion by Raymond Dumont, seconded by Stanley Stevens to 
accept the Article as read. Voice vote was in the affirmative and the 
Moderator declared the Article adopted as read. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Select- 
men to apply for, accept, and expend money from the State, Federal or 
any other governmental unit or a private source which becomes available 
during the year in accordance with the procedures set forth in RSA 31:95-b. 
The Selectmen shall, before accepting funds from the above list of 
sources, hold a public hearing to obtain the feeling of the Town. A motion 
to accept the Article as read was made by Stanley Stevens, seconded 
by Warren Thompson. Discussion followed. The Moderator asked for a 
voice vote which was in the affirmative and so declared the Article 
adopted. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to authorize that the Conserva- 
tion Commission be empowered to manage the Town Forests under the 
provisions of RSA 31:112 (Il) and that any proceeds as might accrue from 
said forests be placed in a separate conservation fund to be managed 
by said Commission. A motion was made by Peter Cole, seconded by 
Gordon Reade to accept the Article as read. Discussion followed with 
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Benjamin Bean asking if this is done annually with the Moderator answer- 
ing yes. A voice vote was in the affirmative to accept the Article as read 
and the Moderator declared the Article adopted. 


Article 18. To see if the following parcels of ground, taken by tax sales 
and obtained otherwise, can be sold by the Board of Selectmen by adver- 
tising and accepting sealed bids with the provision that any bid may be 
rejected if the bid price does not represent a fair market value.

Pursuant to the foregoing warrant, the Town Meeting was called to order 
at 10:00 A.M., by the Moderator, Robert C. Varney. 


A motion was made by Thomas O’Dowd, seconded by H. E. Erickson 
to refrain from reading the entire Warrant. At this time the Moderator an- 
nounced that Article 6, which contained two Amendments for zoning, 
would be voted upon during the day from 10:00 A.M. to 6:00 P.M. and that 
the Board of Selectmen had received a Zoning Ordinance Protest Peti- 
tion for Amendment 2 which asked the voters to vote to remove a certain 
described area from Commercial District C2 and include it in General 
Residence District GR2. Moderator Varney explained that a 2/ vote would 
be required by the voters to pass the Amendment. At this time, Thomas 
O’Dowd made the motion, seconded by H. E. Erickson, to refrain from 
reading Article 6 in its entirety, providing it is read in substance, and that 
the entire Warrant be read at the meeting at Kingswood Regional High 
School at 7:00 P.M. 


Voting commenced at 10:10 A.M., to continue until 6:00 P.M. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:00 P.M., at the Kingswood Regional 
High School by Moderator Robert C. Varney, at which time he introduced 
the members of the Budget Committee, Town Manager, Board of Select- 
men, Town Clerk and himself. He explained the ground rules he would 
be using while conducting this meeting. The Moderator explained that 
Article 6 contained in the Warrant had been voted on during the day by

The Moderator asked for discussion from the 
floor at which time Selectman, H. E. Erickson explained background of 
negotiations with the Union and employees and that the same compa-ratio 
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System had been used to arrive at the increase for the wages, etc., and 
recommended highly that the voters approve this Article.

(Submitted by the Board of Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget 
Committee). A motion was made by Edward Zulauf, seconded by George 
Elkins to adopt the Article as read. The Moderator called for discussion 
from the floor at which time Mr. Zulauf announced to the Moderator that 
Attorneys Stanley Brown and Michael Hall from the firm of Brown & Nixon, 
representing the Town of Wolfeboro in this case, were present in the 
audience and would be willing to answer any questions the taxpayers 
might have and to further explain the importance of bringing this case 
to conclusion. Mr. Varney then introduced Attorney Stanley Brown, who 
presented his views on why the Town should settle this case out of Court 
and presented the voters with a written recommendation on settling this 
case. Attorney Brown stated that should the case be lost, the Town might 
well be held liable for a multi-million dollar judgement for which it has 
no insurance coverage. Such a verdict would include Walsh’s hospital 
and medical expenses, already in excess of $800,000, plus his lost wages, 
already in excess of $15,000, and he has severe permanent injuries from 
the accident including frontal lobe brain damage, etc. He has undergone 
several operations, etc. These injuries and continuing medical expense 
project losses or damages could well be in excess of $2,000,000. and 
certainly more than $1,000,000. If the case is won, in addition to the legal 
expenses the Town has already paid, the Town faces the expense of fur- 
ther trial preparation for a two week jury trial, which Mr. Brown estimated 
to be about $36,000 plus additional expenses for witnesses, trial expenses, 
etc., which could total about $50,000, and if an appeal is sought then there 
would be additional expenses. Mr. Brown could not stress enough the 
fact that it would cost the Town more to successfully defend the case 
than it would to settle it now by voting the $70,000 to be paid in annual 
installments to Walsh. After Attorney Brown provided his presentation 
a lengthy discussion followed with many questions from the voters in the 
audience. Carl Contois moved the question with the motion being denied 
by the Moderator who entertained more discussion. Several spoke in favor 
of the Article urging its passage with several speaking against the Article. 
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Curtis Pike made the motion to vote on Article 2 by written ballot, second- 
ed by Gordon Reade. The Moderator announced that voting would begin 
on Article 2. The results of the voting was 198 in favor of the Article and 
39 against.

$35,000.00 for the purpose of a sewer line study to determine the feasibility 
of extending the Town sewer line on Sewall Road. (Submitted by the Board 
of Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget Committee). George Elkins 
made the motion to accept the Article as read, seconded by John Ballard. 
The Moderator entertained discussion from the floor at which time George 
Elkins announced to the voters that the $35,000.00 would be paid out of 
the revenue of the Water and Sewer Department and not from their tax 
dollars. The Moderator asked for further discussion and their being none 
asked for a voice vote on Article 5. The voice vote was in the affirmative 
and the Moderator declared the Article adopted.

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The Wolfeboro Budget Committee 
1985 Report 


The Budget Committee has reviewed the selectmen’s proposals for 
expenditures and revenue estimates for 1986. In most part the various 
departmental requests were presented untimely due to a variety of 
reasons. Nonetheless, the Committee has reviewed the requests of the 
various departments and presents the budget to the voters with the 
following comment: ‘Given the time, we did our best.” 

The Committee reviewed the wage and salary increases for all depart- 
ments. We have added the salary for a full time planner for the Town. The 
Municipal Electric Department has funds provided for engineering exper- 
tise for future expansion requirements. The Water Department has a 
myriad of problems to confront. We must have an intelligent and well con- 
ceived concept for committee approval. This year’s proposals were hastily 
prepared, the inadequacies exposed, and consequently rejected. 

A proposal for Town audit for all departments was presented. It was 
given enthusiastic support for several reasons: A full audit has never been 
done in recent years; the management report will Support current or 
increased rate structures for the revenue departments; current accoun- 
ting, computerized or not, will be upscaled to accepted management 
levels. Hopefully, the audit recommendations will be closely followed. 

The Committee recommended the following expenditures: The sewer 
plant clarifier and supporting bond issue, a Police computer, a utilities 
computer, old library refurbishment, revenue sharing withdrawal, and wage 
and salary increases. 

This report would be inadequate without a glimpse of future problems 
the voters must confront. The water supply and distribution system will 
need considerable improvements, all expensive. Next year the sewer 
system will be expanded to Cricket Hill, Forest Road and Sewall Road— 
four million in bonds. A dump study, mandated by the State, may open 
an expensive can of worms. The incinerator, long a problem, will get worse. 
Traffic, parking and road requirements must be addressed. The proposals 
for Town Planner and Electric Department engineering consultants are 
a long needed giant step in providing long-term answers which have been 
lacking in recent years.

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Report of the Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen 


The selectmen and Town Manager have met weekly on Wednesdays 
during 1985. Business of the Town becomes more complex, town counsel 
is contacted often, and the growth of our town demands frequent and 
difficult decisons. 

We accepted with regrets the resignation of our Town Manager, Guy 
Krapp, who served the town for fourteen years. Three months was devoted 
to a search for his replacement and Chester Spinney, Jr. took over on 
August 1st. 

About half of our Town employees have chosen to join a union and many 
meetings have been held between the workers and Town Officials to 
formulate an acceptable contract. H. E. Erickson was the representative 
for the Board of Selectmen. 

The selectmen enter 1986 with several concerns, mainly: 

4. The increased demand for water, especially during the summer 
months, the quality of water and the new mandates by the State 
regarding sources. The age of our system poses problems. 
Federal grants are no longer available to the Town and to cover 
these losses there is need for new rates for the Water and Sewer 
Departments. 

2. The increased demand for electricity and the imminent rate 
increases raises the question whether or not we have a workable 
alternative. A citizens’ committee, formed a year ago, has been 
exploring nuclear energy, oil generation, water power, expanding 
our existing generating plant, build a new one, and several other 
alternatives. They also have reviewed the amount of free 
electricity used by the Town. 

3. Our dwindling waterfront and surrounding waterways, with the 
encroachment of more and more moorings, is of immediate 
concern, as well as the quality of the water. 

4. Problems resulting from rapid growth show a need for careful 
scrutiny of our present zoning and subdivision regulations, as well 
as our plan for the Town. Serious consideration is being given 
to hiring a Town Planner. 

Despite these and other areas that need change we can end ona 
positive note. Our Town is special and offers many advantages and 
services not found elsewhere. Wolfeboro will continue to be strong, in 
good health, and a most desirable place in which to live.

The total water usage for 1985 was 292,523,000 gallons. This figure has 
increased over the last year by 46,197,000 gallons. The average daily use 
was approximately 801,000 gallons. 

A water ban was issued to all users due to the low level of Upper Beech 
Pond this year. On May 20, 1985, the pond level was 23 inches low. We 
monitored this level throughout the summer and by December 5 the pond 
was down 51 inches from the high water mark. We measured it again 
January 2, 1986, and it was 54 inches low. We are hoping it will recover 
to full capacity by spring.

Report of the Water Study Committee 


The Water Study Committee was requested by the Board of Selectmen 
to continue during the year 1985. 

The major work of the committee was a continuation of the program 
with BCI Geonetics, Inc. on locating a ground water supply for the town. 
On April 9, 1985 a report issued by BCI indicated four potential water 
sources, and the committee agreed to have more investigation done. 

All four bedrock aquifer sites were further evaluated through the BCI 
reconnaissance geophysics program. The site chosen for development 
was the ‘‘Harvey Brook Site” located just south of Trotting Track Road, 
crossing over Harvey Brook. This site is approximately 3,500 feet from 
the water main and three phase power, whereas the other sites were 10,000 
feet or more from a small main and three phase power. 

Seismic testing was done and points were established for two test wells 
at the Harvey Brook site. 

Due to the low water level in Beech Pond it seemed necessary to develop 
a production well sooner than had been anticipated. BCI was requested 
in Janaury 1986 to submit an estimate for the cost of a production well 
including land acquisition, power line extension, water line construction 
to the mains, access road, pump and controls, etc. Their budgetary 
estimates for this was $375,000. The committee recommended this to the 
town manager at their January 23, 1986 meeting. 

As mentioned above, Beech Pond was over four feet below full pond 
level in the Fall. BC] made a recommendation for better managing the 
level with a new outlet culvert and instrumentation to record pond level 
and flow. 

The Aquifer Protection Ordinance has been discussed by the commit- 
tee and BCI. This will be an item for on-going discussion in year 1986. 

No pipe cleaning was done due to a variety of reasons. As long as the 
dirty pipes remain it will be necessary to continue using heavy chlorina- 
tion to meet the State of New Hampshire’s Coliform tests. The town 
manager assured the committee that a pipe cleaning program will be 
developed and instituted in 1986. 

The committee looks forward to working with the selectmen, town 
manager and director of public works in the coming year to help resolve 
the town’s water supply problem.

PRIMARY-SECONDARY FACILITY 

The treatment plant is operating satisfactorily under norman operating 
capacities. The Secondary portion of the treatment plant is being taxed 
to capacity. As more new developments are coming on line in 1986, it will 
be necessary that additional capacity be built soon. The engineering is 
already on-going and should be ready by Town Meeting for review. 

During 1985 a total of 77,818,000 gallons processed through the plant. 
This breaks down to a monthly average of 6,485,000 gallons, and a daily 
average of 213,000 gallons. This past year has been a dry year, resulting 
in less water infiltration into the system than normal. 


TERTIARY TREATMENT FACILITY 
1985 was the eighth year the spray irrigation system operated. 
Beginning June 10 and ending November 15, the three 60 hp pumps 
operated 466.1 hours. A thinning program, in some of the buffer areas, 
under a registered forester was undertaken, which resulted in a $4,782.57 
return, as Federally required, to offset the operating expense of the Water 
Pollution Abatement Facility.

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Annual Police Report 1985 


Another busy year has come to an end for the Police Department. 
Statistics continue to grow in many areas. Reportable incidents have in- 
creased another five percent. Accidents are up. Enforcement is up. In 
almost all areas there is a marked increase. As in last year’s report, | have 
attempted to set forth activity statistics so you can get some idea as to 
how busy we are. 

Training continues to be an important concern to the department. We 
feel it is most important that our officers continue to receive training on 
a regular basis that they may keep abreast with the constantly changing 
criminal justice system. Every year there are more and more laws being 
passed or revised. The Courts hand down decisions that have considerable 
impact on how officers are expected to do their jobs. The Police Stan- 
dards and Training Council passes mandates for minimum levels of pro- 
ficiency and training. No longer can departments put people to work as 
police officers without considerable training and extensive testing to 
determine the fitness of the candidate to be a police officer. This is, of 
course, in the best interest of society to have well-trained, highly qualified 
officers. It does mean the passing of an older, simpler way of life. 

Further in this report you will see a report on the training received by 
officers of this department. You will note that the training ranged from 
very basic types of subjects such as truck laws, all the way to such com- 
plex subjects as the impact of the Garcia decision. 

The department’s Christmas Program had another successful year. Kim 
Kinmond did an outstanding job in coordinating the program and deserves 
a great deal of credit for her time and energy. She was assisted by Off. 
Jan Bergeron who also is extremely helpful in assuring the success of 
the program. There were about 63 children that received warm clothing 
and toys thanks to the generosity of many of our citizens. This is an 
increase from last year of 12 children. 

The department was saddened at the passing of former Chief Harold 
Thompson. Chief Thompson was the tenth Chief of Police of which | was 
able to find a record. His passing marks the end of an era. 

There are many people to whom | owe thanks for their assistance to 
the department during the year. Foremost among these has to be Chief 
Foss and the men of his department who rendered us a great deal of help 
at the scene of several very serious accidents. Also, Capt. Peter Hayes 
and the members of the Rescue Squad. These two public safety relatives 
of ours make our job considerably easier than it might otherwise be.

Report of the 


Parks and Recreation Director 
1985 


The year of 1985 saw continued growth in the many programs of the 
Parks and Recreation Department, and we have much to look forward to 
in the future. 

During the 1985 winter, Abenaki operated fairly steadily during January, 
but then only periodically during the remainder of the season as our less 
than average winters of the last few years raised havoc with the slopes. 
And during this last winter, construction of our new ice skating facilities 
was Started at Abenaki. This new construction along with the growing 
interest in cross country skiing has created tremendous interest and usage 
of our winter sports facility. We estimate that as many as 10,000 people 
may pass through our gates during the winter season. 

Spring and summer recreation programs and activities continue to be 
very popular. In cooperation with the town and high school, the Wolfeboro- 
Tuftonboro Youth Baseball League is providing a baseball experience for 
almost 20 players. Almost 600 individuals were registered in our various 
recreation programs, in addition to the many hundreds who avail 
themselves of our excellent facilities at Brewster and Carry Beaches and 
the Back Bay Recreation Fields and Tennis Courts. 

This last fall witnessed the creation of the Wolfeboro-Tuftonboro Youth 
Soccer League, sponsored by our Department and the Tuftonboro Recrea- 
tion Commission. This new program was highly successful with over 200 
players participating. We will be looking for new team sponsors for this 
next season. And our fall BMX type bike racing program continues to be 
very popular with 35 racers in the fall trophy series. 

Winter arrived on time in December, and a full slate of activities was 
begun by the Back Bay Hockey Association on the newly completed 
hockey rink on December 11. Almost 90 players participated in this pro- 
gram. The rinks are also used by an Adult Hockey league, and the newly 
created Abenaki Family Skating Club, wich offers professional skating 
lessons to over 75 registrants. Downhill skiing began on December 21, 
and ran full tilt through the school vacation. 

| want to extend my very sincere thanks to all the fine folks who have 
helped me during this past year. In addition to my various part-time staff 
people, are the many, many volunteers who help make all our programs 
a success. My thanks go, also, to past Director, Wade Lemmon, who 
helped me get my feet on the ground this last spring, and also to former 
Director, Don Brookes, who has been a tremendous help to me at Abenaki. 

Special thanks go to the members of our other town departments, 
without whom it would be impossible to function. Their immediate 
response when we had utility or repair problems has been most appre- 
ciated. | wish also to thank the Selectmen and our new Town Manager, 
Chester Spinney, for their encouragement and support.

The library increased its hours to 43 in June. The library hours are now 
as follows: Monday, Tuesday, and Friday, 10 a.m. to 8 p.m.; Wednesday 
and Thursday, 1 p.m. to 5 p.m.; Saturday 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

The library was awarded a 60-volume set of The Library of America in 
September. $500 of the grant was pledged by the Wolfeboro Rotary Club 
to match $500 from the Mellon Foundation grant as part of a national pro- 
gram to help libraries obtain this set of American classics. We would like 
to take this opportunity to again thank the Wolfeboro Rotary Club for their 
generous support for this important colection of American literature. 

Book discussion programs highlighted the year for adult programm- 
ing. A series of four books were read and discussed in February and 
March. This series was sponsored by the New Hampshire Library Associa- 
tion. Since demand was strong for another session, four different books 
were discussed in September and October, sponsored by the Wolfeboro 
Public Library. All programs were part of the Good Company with Books 
series funded by the New Hampshire Council for the Humanities. 

During the summer months the library sponsored a series of three lec- 
tures on New Hampshire topics—gravestones of New Hampshire, 
Crawford Notch, and New Hampshire architecture. Three hundred and 
twenty six adults attended the book discussion programs and the lectures. 
The lectures were also funded by the New Hampshire Council for the 
Humanities. 

The summer reading program for children, entitled ‘‘Cosmic Connec- 
tion’, enrolled seventy-nine children who played this board game that en- 
couraged them to broaden their reading habits. Susan Ackley of Starbird 
Puppet Theatre provided the entertainment at their Galaxy Gala. Friends 
of the Library contributed heavily toward funding of the summer reading 
program. Again Bailey’s Restaurant generously donated ice cream for the 
party. 

Pre-school story time runs continuously every Tuesday morning at 10:15 
except during the month of September. Stories, crafts, songs, flannel 
board stories, filmstrips, and films provide a variety of activities. Our 
thanks go to the following volunteers who help the librarian make this 
first contact with the library so successful: Dorothy Fabian, Marian For- 
michella, Louise Horsken, Willy Mork, Dolly Schneider, John Skelton, and 
Jane Talpey. 

Film programming was expanded this year. In addition to the films in 
January and during the summer months geared for children, two series 
of movies selected for adult viewers were held, one in the spring and 
another in the fall. Films are borrowed free of charge from the New Hamp- 
shire State Library and are available to organizations at no cost. 

In February a special children’s program of music by Colburn and Stuart 
was presented at the library through the generosity of an anonymous 
donor. David Colburn and Deborah Stuart introduced a variety of in- 
struments as well as new songs, some of which the children joined in 
singing along. About 150 people enjoyed this energetic program. 

Friends of the Library hold bi-monthly meetings at 8 p.m. on the fourth 
Thursday of July, September, and November and meetings at 1:30 p.m. on 
the fourth Thursday of January and March. The second annual Book and 
Author Luncheon was held again at the Back Bay Boat House on the last 
Thursday in May. Authors Q. David Bowers, Daniel Ford, Donald Hall, and 
Rose Labrie spoke briefly to an enthusiastic audience of approximately 100. 
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In June another very successful book sale was held. The Friends have 
contributed to the program, publicity and prizes of the children’s summer 
reading program and publicity for the book discussion programs. They 
will purchase a 1986 World Book Encyclopedia in January. 

Faithful volunteers are an important segment of behind the scenes 
work. A special thanks goes to Don Benjamin who donated his time to 
read selected items of the Granite State News onto a tape each week. 
Starting in November Nathalie Erickson volunteered to take over for Don 
who was unable to continue with this program. We also thank John Magee 
who runs off multiple copies of these tapes each week. The amount of 
time spent per year by these volunteers is a tremendous help to the library. 
Another volunteer who helps to organize labels for the Campbell Soup 
Company program is John Rechel, and his hours of service are also 
recognized. 

The library offers shut-in service to people without transportation, those 
handicapped who would otherwise have difficulty in reaching the library, 
and those incapacitated by illness or accident. Please contact the librarian 
for more information about this service. 

In May Mrs. Louisa LeBaron joined the part-time staff consisting of Mrs. 
Mary Davis, Mrs. Carol Cady, Mrs. Barbara Mullen and Mrs. Amy 
O’Shaughnessy. We look forward to another busy year.

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Report of the 
Wolfeboro Historical Society 


To the Honorable Selectmen: 


Greetings: 


There are committee meetings and there are board meetings, and 
hopefully out of these meetings come the needed information and 
guidelines of providing for the goals for the year and the future. One of 
our continued goals is to increase public awareness of the overall Clark 
Park Museums by providing a varied schedule of events which would 
interest people of all ages from the local area and our tourist population. 
The season started June 27 with an open house. Thereafter, from July 
1 through Labor Day were events for children, a craft week, area history, 
a week of old-fashioned farm related activities, and even a dance. The 
Clark Park Museums are run by one Curator and volunteers. There is no 
admission fee, but a request for donations. Over the years the museum 
has grown from an historic house and parcel of land, to now include the 
Pleasant Valley District one room school house, and a Fire Barn Museum, 
with each museum containing their related artifacts. 

There was much promotion and advertising of the “Summer Dig” at 
the Governor Wentworth Mansion site during July and August. The Society 
was very much a part of and involved in the whole project. Artifacts and 
documents and hours of research papers were shared with the profes- 
sional archeology people. The archeology dig was very successful, so 
much so, that the ‘“‘dig’”’ will continue during the summer of 1986. Many 
of the excavated artifacts are now (October 1985 to early 1986) on display 
at the State House in Concord. 

We continue to gather materials, data, photos, and other information 
that will lead the Society into printing Volume II of the History of 
Wolfeborough...oris it Wolfeboro? Also, a third printing of B. F. Parker’s 
History of Wolfeborough might be forthcoming if there is a reasonable 
amount of interest from the public. 

The Society is working to meet its obligations to future generations.

The Commission meets on the second Tuesday of the odd numbered 
months at 8:00 P.M. in the Codes Enforcement Officer’s Office in the Town 
Office building. All meetings are open to the public.

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Planning Board — 1985 


The Wolfeboro Planning Board received application for 58 site review 
for the year 1985. There were also 46 applications for subdivision. Includ- 
ed in the subdividion requests are 5 lots of record, 6 boundary line ad- 
justment, as ‘‘as builts’”’ and then 21 subdivisions. Of the proposed sub- 
divisions, most were 2, 3, or four lots. The two major subdivisions during 
the year were a 23 lot subdivision on the Middleton Road and a 25 lot 
subdivision off Clark Road. Both were approved. 

The Board also received 58 applications for site review. Not all of the 
applications have been through public hearings, however among the ap- 
provals to date were five conversions for apartments from existing 
buildings. 

The Board approved a veterinary clinic on North Main Street and several 
expansions of existing business locations, including Clarke Plaza, The 
Wolfeboro Inn and the Baker House at 27 South Main Street. 

There were four Cluster developments for residential housing approvad, 
two of them on Forest and Sewall Road and one off Elm Street. 

Three small restaurants were approved in the Wolfeboro Falls area, in- 
cluding a conversion of the ‘‘Basket Barn’, the ‘‘LeRoux’’ property on 
Center Street and a luncheonette at Kevin Pheeney’s store. 

Three bed and breakfast operations were approved during the year with 
application for one more being processed at this time. 

The Wolfeboro Area Children’s Center applied for and received approval 
for their new building to be constructed on South Main Street. They are 
in the process of construction this winter. 

Another cottage colony in Wolfeboro was converted to condominium 
ownership. Rust Pond Cottages will be established as six units for con- 
domimium ownership. . 

A new concept in condominium ownership was presented by Goodhue 
and Hawkins on Sewall Road. It was proposed for ownership of storage 
units in a building and a docking space and parking space would be pro- 
vided as limited common area for the storage space owners. 

A special town meeting was held in October and two amendments were 
placed on the warrant for clarification of votes that were taken at the 
March 1985 town meeting. 

The Board has been working on new zoning amendments for presenta- 
tion at the 1986 town meeting. At this time, there are several ‘‘clean-up”’ 
amendments to be presented including further clarification of density re- 
quirements for residential units in the commercial district. There are also 
several amendments that were presented by petition that will appear on 
the 1986 town warrant.

ANNUAL REPORT 1985 


In 1985 the Visiting Nurse Association of Wolfeboro and Vicinity, Inc. 
made a total of 7,131 home visits to 593 residents of the eight towns where 
we provide services. 1,493 of these visits were made to 153 Wolfeboro 
residents; 1,018 visits were made by nurses, 426 by the physical therapist 
and 49 by home health aides under our contract with the Carroll County 
Health and Home Care Service. 

In Wolfeboro our Child Health Program provided clinic services to 115 
pre-schol children, while an additional 44 school children received im- 
munizations. 98 residents attended our Flu Immunization Clinic held in 
co-operatioon with the Wolfeboro Senior Citizens Club. 

We continue to have contracts and co-operative agreements with 
several other local agencies. Through these agreements services to 
individuals are increased, while the costs of providing this care is 
decreased. 

Care that we provide is under the direct orders of each client’s physi- 
cian. We bill insurances for our services whenever possible; when no 
insurance benefits are available we ask clients to pay for services accord- 
ing to a sliding fee scale. Our annual appropriation request represents 
the unreimbursed costs of the services we provide in each town. 

1986 marks the 40th anniversary of the Incorporation of this Agency. 
In that year one nurse, Dencie E. Ward, served as both the School Nurse 
and the Community Nurse for Tuftonboro and Wolfeboro at a cost of 
$2,120.48. In the 40 years since then the Agency staff has increased to 
eleven and our Annual Budget for the Home Health and Clinic Services 
we now provide has increased to over $200,000.00 While our staff and 
budget have both increased over the years as new town have joined our 
Service, and new programs and services have been added, there have 
always been two constant factors. One is the support this Agency receives 
from the residents of the communities we serve; suport from the local 
residents who serve on our Board of Directors, from the volunteers who 
assist within our Clinical Programs, from the physicians and staff of other 
health related agencies, and from the taxpayers who support both our 
Annual Appropriation requests and our Fund Drives. The other factor is 
the appreciation the Board of Directors, the Staff and the Administrator 
feel for that suport we have all received. Again this year, we thank you all.

1985 has been a year of continued effort at the local, state, and Federal 
levels to contain the cost of health care. This is a necessary effort, 
however, it is increasingly adding to the stress of making ‘“‘state of the 
art’’ medical care available to everyone. 

Two local physicians have given up their practices in surgery and 
obstetrics in response to the ever increasing malpractice premiums. More 
may do so in the future. This may make it difficult for our community and 
other small communities to maintain full service hospitals. 

The AIDS crisis looms on the horizon. Our area, as yet, has not been 
affected. However, it most certainly will be. Presently, there is no vaccine 
or cure for this lethal disease. The acquired immune deficiency syndrome 
will challenge us all to develop fair and compassionate policies to help 
its victims. 

Locally, there have been no unusual health problems or epidemics. This 
fall and early winter have been marked by a large number of viral upper 
respiratory and gastrointestinal infections. Fortunately, these have been 
self-limiting and they have produced no complications.

Report of the Tree Warden 


For the fourth year in a row Wolfeboro has been honored as a Tree City 
U.S.A. by the National Arbor Day Foundation.

Mapping our prime wetlands has been a major project for the Conser- 
vation Commission this past year.

We did 
not harvest in 1985 as there was only a light crop. We do not plan to harvest 

next summer.

Lower Beech Pond Village District 


The Lower Beech Pond Village District was formed 7/6/84 for the sole 
purpose of reconstructing the Lower Beech Pond Dam under State order. 

The engineering design and specifications for a 6’ x 8’ Stop Log Stantion 
Dam were completed by Northeast Engineering of Manchester, New 
Hampshire and approved by the Water Resources Board and Wetlands 
Board on September 9, 1985. 

Transfers of ownership and all easements have been signed. The 
contract for reconstruction was ararded to Kinville Corporation, Union, 
New Hampshire. 

Reconstruction was to be done in the fall of 1985 when the pond was 
at its lowest, however, due to the unavailability of proper insurance 
coverage, it has been put off until spring of 1986. 

The State of New Hampshire Insurance Commission has been informed 
and is working on our behalf, but to date have been unable to acquire 
proper coverage as well. 

The Annual Meeting was held 8/10/85 at the Tuftonboro Town House.

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Report of the Town Forest Fire Warden 
and State Forest Ranger 


Between July 1984 and June 1985, we experienced more forest fires 
throughout our state than in any year in the last 50. Two of the leading 
causes of the 1,605 fires were children and fires kindled without written 
permission of a Forest Fire Warden. Both causes are preventable, but only 
with your help. 

Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 

Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the rersponsibility 
of State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regula- 
tions; however, your assistance is needed. 

If you Know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest 
law may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden. 

If you own forest land, you will become responsible for the timber tax 
payment starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law 
that will impact all forest landowners. Contact your Board of Selectmen 
for timber tax forms.

Wolfeboro Fire Department 
Chief Engineer’s Report 


The Fire Department answered a total of 147 alarms for the year which 
consisted of 38 box alarms, 108 still alarms and 1 brush alarm. These 
alarms included 29 wood stove related fires. Twenty-four of the box alarms, 
which come in automatically, were false alarms. 

In responding to the calls 3246 miles were traveled, 1459 man hours 
of labor utilized, 5200 feet of 1 inch hose, 1400 feet of 11 inch hose, 2000 
feet of 2 inch hose, 800 feet of 22 inch hose, 4150 feet of 3 inch hose 
were used and 811 feet of ladders were raised. 

The members of the department assisted with the local schools and 
Huggins Hospital with fire drills. Several fire prevention and extinguisher 
classes were held at Kingswood Regional High School and Huggins 
Hospital. 

Thirty-seven oil burner installations, seven homes for day care, ten 
places of assembly, five shared homes and 62 chimney and wood stove 
installations were inspected. 
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Some of the members attended fire schools in Gilford, New Hampshire. 
One member attended the New England Fire Conference at Hyannis, 
Mass. One member completed a New Hampshire certified fire fighters 
course. Three members attended civil defense courses at Concord, New 
Hampshire. Joint training meetings of all companies were held through 


the summer. 


Some fire alarm boxes were repainted and new signs placed on some 
poles. Three boxes had to be rebuilt and batteries for the fire alarm system 
in the municipal electric plant were replaced. 

A new air mask, 2 new noozles, one water thief, boots, gloves, hand 
lanterns, 2 new gate valves, new coats and helmets to comply with OSHA 
Regulations were purchased during the year. 

Sincere thanks is extended to all town officers and departments, The 
Granite State News, WASR Radio Station and to all call men.

Wolfeboro Rescue Squad 


To the Citizens of Wolfeboro, | hereby submit my report of the Depart- 
ment of Rescue for the year 1985. 

Before | review the year’s activities, a very special ‘‘Thank You” must 
be given to Robert ‘‘Peter’’ Friend who retired from the Rescue Service 
this past May. It was Peter (who became Captain in 1977) who oversaw 
the evolution of the Squad into one of the finest heavy-duty rescue 
organizations in New Hampshire. It was through his able leadership and 
dedication that Wolfeboro Rescue became well known statewide. 

Peter will not be allowed to totally ‘retire’, as we still request his 
services on a consulting basis. He also is remaining active with rescue 
training associates of Claymont, Delaware. 

We all wish him the very best, and give him a very heartfelt “Thank You” 
for all that he has given to the Town of Wolfeboro. 

1985, once again was a busy year for your Rescue Service. We respond- 
ed to 203 rescue calls, and logged 721 personnel hours on those calls. 
The breakdown is as follows: 40 motor vehicle accidents— 189 hours; 114 
medical runs— 196 hours; 27 fire calls— 186 hours; and 22 miscellaneous 
runs— 150 hours. As Is usual, the summer season is still our busiest time 
of the year. Overall, we are averaging 4 calls a week. 

1985 saw all personnel (with the exception of one First Responder) recer- 
tified as Nationally Registered Emergency Medical Technicians. Because 
of changing regulations, all of our EMT’s are now qualified in the use of 
medical anti-shock trousers. Training hours have increased this past year 
because of recertifications. The total for the year was 1000+ volunteer 
(required) hours. 

We are still in the planning process of replacing Rescue 1, and have 
spent many hours with experts in order to give the citizens the best rate 
of return on their tax dollars. 

At present we are investigating the possibility of replacing the present 
chassis of the rescue truck with a new, longer one. This new unit would 
be diesel powered with an automatic transmission and air brakes. Our 
investigation of used rescue units has shown us that these types of 
vehicles tend to have too many inherent problems. In short, refurbishment 
of Wolfeboro’s truck seems to be the more sensible course of action at 
this time. 

In 1986, we plan to spend more time training for disasters. With more 
and more traffic and people in our area, we must do this. This training 
will include mutual aid units in our operating area. 

Thanks to some very generous support from numerous people and civic 
Organizations, we were able to purchase a Hurst ‘‘Jaws of Life’, model-0 
150 cutter to replace the shears that were recalled from the factory. This 
tool has greatly increased our rescue capability, especially in vehicle 
situations. 

Finally, | wish to thank all the citizens, town employees, the emergency 
service departments, and the Lakeside Ambulance Service for their con- 
tinued support throughout this past year.

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Municipal Electric Department 


The Municipal Electric Department utilized the Power Plant in 1985 722.5 
hours, using 38,548 gallons of fuel. Gross savings by generation amounted 
to $65,000.00. This is enabled by cutting or shaving peak demand times 
during cold or high use, between 8:00 a.m.-8:00 p.m. week days. Volun- 
tary conservation by customers known as ‘“‘Clockwatch 6” is also advan- 
tageous because it means less fuel oil usage by the Municipal Electric 
Department. Peak demand of 9,270 KW occurred in February, compared 
to 8,364 KW in 1984. 

New construction in the Wolfeboro area continues at an astonishing 
rate. Condominium projects such as Point Breeze, Pine Harbor, and 
Wolfeboro Commons are progressing at a rapid rate. Several line exten- 
sions were completed such as Clay Point and Birch Hill Estates. A period 
of growth puts a Strain on all town departments since there are many 
capital projects while maintenance and repair are always present. 

The new substation near Pine Hill will hopefully allow growth to con- 
tinue to the North Main Street, Beech Pond and Pine Hill areas. It was 
budgeted in 1984. Guy Krapp ordered the transformer in September '85 
and it will be delivered in March of 1986 . 

The Department continues to provide street lighting and public building 
lighting in lieu of taxes. This year the amount was $75,927.76. 

Also, several fairs, including the Rotary, Lions and Legion were wired 
at our cost. Christmas tree lighting was provided to the Town Chamber 
of Commerce. 

The Department commends ‘“‘Red”’ Parker and his Electric Study Com- 
mittee for their diligent work in 1985. The committee’s report will be found 
elsewhere in this report. 

Public Service Company has passed no rate increases on to the 
Municipal Electric Department during 1985. 

The rates and operation of the Municipal Electric Department are 
regulated by tariff as other electric utilities in the State of New Hamp- 
shire. Our fuel costs in 1985 were 2.58 units per KWH, compared to 3.07 
last year. The KWH sales for 1985 were 36,392,174, compared to 33,859,652 
in 1984. The average cost of a KWH in 1985 was 7.10¢, compared to 7.52¢ 
in 1984. 

Hurricane ‘Gloria’ caused approximately $25,000.00 damage to our 
system. The crew started working at 2:20 p.m. on Friday and worked all 
night Friday and 12 hours Saturday and Sunday restoring most of our 
customers. It was approximately 2 weeks before all lines and services 
were repaired. 

The initiative, skill, dedication and coordination of the Electric Depart- 
ment, other town departments and volunteers were recognized in times 
of emergencies. 

The “High Line” was out of service twice in 1985. The department was 
able to provide power to a portion of the town while Public Service crews 
repaired insulators. 

The understanding of our customers deprived of electricity during 
outages is appreciated.

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Report of the Electric Study Committee 


The Electric Study Committee has made significant progress toward 
its assigned objective of developing recommendations to assure con- 
tinuing Wolfeboro’s dependable delivery of electric power at the lowest 
possible cost. 

A recent comparison of residential electric bills compiled by the New 
Hampshire Public Utilities Commission places Wolfeboro as the second 
lowest in the State. An average of 500 Kilowatt consumer in Wolfeboro 
pays about $39.00 a month as opposed to $53.00 a month by a Public 
Service customer. However, our favorable wholesale rate, which makes 
our advantage possible, may now be in jeopardy due to the probable 
impact of Seabrook on Public Service’s costs. 

Since (as of January 4, 1986) Public Service has not made formal rate 
filings with the Public Utilities Commission, we can only estimate the 
possible affect on power costs to Wolfeboro consumers. Based on the 
latest information available from the Public Utilities Commission a 500 
Kilowatt consumer could see an increase from $39.00 a month to between 
$64.00 and $80.00 by 1990 and to between $71.00 and $109.00 by 1995. 
While it is possible consumers may consider increases of this magnitude 
acceptable the committee feels obligated to determine if there are cost 
effective alternatives. 

One alternative is the purchase of equipment that will enable us to 
service our total needs. We have contacted eight suppliers of diesel 
powered generating equipment and have received tentative proposals from 
two companies. The most comprehensive of these indicates the 500 
Kilowatt consumer would pay about $45.00 a month by 1990 and $53.00 
by 1995. However, the cost estimates depend critically on the assump- 
tion made about future oil prices. This proposal would require an invest- 
ment of about $5.5 million. 

The proposals received and our studies of other alternatives are based 
On Our projections of peak demand and power consumption in five year 
increments from 1984 through 2009. The projections are based on our 
study of energy consumption and peak demand for each year from 1960 
through 1984. This analysis indicates the following:

Assuming future annual growth in electricity demand will approximate 
5%, our total energy needs will be as follows:

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Other alternatives to modify energy cost increases presently under 
study or to be studied include: 

1. Improving our peak-shaving capacity, that currently saves 
$25,000. to $40,000. a year, by augmenting or changing present 
generating equipment. 

2. Developing and implementing load-management programs 
that lower our peak demand and thereby reduce our wholesale 
purchase rate. 

3. Purchase from alternative sources. 

4. Secure proposals based on steam boilers and turbines fired 
by wood. 

The committee is disappointed it could not submit a final report and 
recommendations for this annual meeting. Since Seabrook continues to 
be delayed and therefore its affect on our costs cannot be definitely deter- 
mined we cannot be sure that a change in our present arrangement is 
necessary to maintain our low cost position. We have established close 
contact with Public Service officials who we expect will work cooperatively 
with us to provide the best possible rates as well as services that will 
help us to control costs. We will continue to compare their services and 
costs against all practical alternatives and will only recommend changes 
if they will produce a clearly greatly improved benefit for the customers 
of the Wolfeboro Electric Department.
